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[Applause] [Music] oh [Music] [Applause] oh olympic plaza there the 2000 millennium party there in calgary 
as we follow the y2k rollover across canada's time zones exactly and uh we want to take uh take you all now 
to a place uh seattle washington where there has been a mixture of uh planning serious planning and some 
celebratory planning bernie that had to be cut back let's call in rusty dornan for an update rusty well bernie 
and judy it's a little lonely out here after watching all the millennium bashes around the world thousands of 
people there were supposed to be 50 000 people here at the space needle in seattle that party was 
cancelled earlier this week we were in a parking lot where most of the folks are sitting in their cars planning 
on watching the fireworks here kind of a sad statement to all that's happened here so it's been rather a quiet 
day all in all for new year's eve so far in seattle normally visitors can walk right up to seattle's space needle 
not on this new year's eve erected during the 1962 world's fair the landmark that symbolized seattle's 
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landmark that symbolized seattle's future and what was to have been the site of the city's greatest party will 
be locked up tighter than a drama there won't be any public access to the grounds after 6 pm the celebration 
will be completed and we'll move on jubilation over the millennium overshadowed by fears of possible acts of 
terrorism only weeks after violence in the streets during the world trade organization meetings here like it or 
not the city has the jitters oh i think it probably wasn't necessary but there might be a reason for it we don't 
know about you know we were going to come down here tonight and we're going to spend the evening at 
home 50 000 were expected to gather here a party that was over before it began it's just kind of sad because 
this morning on tv we watched all the other celebrations across the world and here it's just kind of desolate 
and deserted some low-key events during the day for the pleasure of a few [Music] now the show will go on 
atop the space needle as it does every year there will be a pyrotechnic display they're planning on spelling 
out the year 2000 and we'll do that at 11 59 tonight there will be a display of about five minutes as i say 
people have been gathering in areas around here around the parking lots here around the hills there are 
several vantage points that you can see the space needle from various areas around the city the biggest fear 
really for seattleites has been the last couple of days whether the fog was going to lower to obscure the view 
because that hap has happened in years past so right now many satellites are staying home uh many of 
them are preferring to welcome the millennium from their own backyard bernie and judy okay thank you very 
much rusty dornan well as we await the beginning of the year 2000 in las vegas in los angeles palo alto 
california san francisco and seattle where rusty just reported from in vancouver 
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rusty just reported from in vancouver british columbia let's look back for a moment to look at some important 
news developments over the past few hours a new year is beginning in russia with a new president at the 
helm boris yeltsin left the kremlin friday hours after he resigned from office in a speech to the nation yeltsin 
apologized for failing to fulfill the dreams of ordinary russians for a better life prime minister vladimir putin will 
serve as acting president until elections are held in march currently he leads other possible contenders in 
russian opinion polls meanwhile hugs and cheers greeted former captives from a hijacked india airlines flight 
but as cnn new delhi bureau chief satinder bendra reports the passengers and crew tell a harrowing ordeal at 
the hands of their captors out of a plane into freedom and the waiting embrace of their families 155 
passengers arrived home new year's eve after eight days in captivity some couldn't walk others were too 
traumatized to talk those who did say they'll bear the scars of india's longest hijacking drama in a decade 
forever we were fearing death every day there was intense pressure on the last day where we really thought 
we'll blow ourselves up they will kill us one indian rupan qatyal was stabbed to death by the hijackers soon 
after they commandeered the plane on a routine flight from nepal to india passengers say the hijackers gave 
them little food and kept many of them blindfolded they had revolvers they had time bombs also fearing the

they had time bombs also fearing the hijackers would blow up the plane india on friday agreed to release 
three jailed muslim rebels in exchange for the prisoners if you feel it's worth it because no three terrorists are 
worth the lives of 165 passengers soon after releasing the passengers into the care of indian officials in 
kandahar the hijackers left the airport in a motorcade india says it will try to find them and appeal to the 
international community for help the time has come for the world to confront this evil to act in concert and 
crush it the battle against terrorism can be won by all nations acting together at new delhi's international 
airport few were thinking about the hijackers passengers said the real hero was the indian airlines pilot 
captain devi sharon for keeping calm as the hijackers forced the plane to hopscotch from india to pakistan to 
the united arab emirates and finally to afghanistan the passengers and their relatives carried sharon out of 
their terminal on their shoulders for tearful relatives the release of their loved ones was they said the best 
millennium gift they could ever hope for satinda bindra cnn new delhi [Applause] and we'll be right back with

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[Music] and that's how it looked just about 40 minutes ago in salt lake city utah one of seven states in the 
united states that now observes the year 2000 we are coming up on about 20 minutes before three o'clock 
eastern time 12 o'clock pacific and we'll have about four more states turning the clock celebrating the new 
millennium as well as vancouver and parts of western canada meanwhile as the world celebrates the first 
day of the year 2000 there are a few people celebrating their 100th birthday cnn's john zarrella has one 
woman's story of the century this school picture was taken in 1908. the pretty little eight-year-old girl in the 
front row is carolina beck this is carolina beck today she is sister felicia beck about her life she says humbly 
well there's nothing remarkable about it oh but there is sister felicia was born 100 years ago according to the 
national centenarian awareness project which tracks this sort of thing sister felicia is one of only 184 
americans still alive who were born january 1st 1900. i don't see why i should have lived this long but it's 
god's will raised on the family farm in red rock texas sister felicia entered the convent in 1919. first she taught 
school then went into nursing from her perspective the most significant advances in the past 100 years all 
took place roughly within the first half of the 20th century the automobile business 
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the automobile business they are so numerous all over the world and that's a great advantage to the people 
also the washing machine the ice box and the cooling system that we have now sister felicia lives now in san 
antonio texas in a retirement center for the sisters of divine providence but she hasn't slowed down i start 
with prayer and go to mass after that breakfast and after that exercise and after the exercise i have little 
things to do in my room but then i'll start praying again since her birth the catholic church has had nine popes 


and there have been 18 u.s presidents she has seen the world change in so many ways but there's one 
change for which she's still waiting that will have peace in the world that she says would be humanity's 
greatest achievement john zarrella cnn reporting well we're certainly happy that she has made it to her or is 
making it today to her 100th birthday one bit of information earlier carl rochelle was reporting from the faa 
center there at herndon virginia the faa now tells cnn that the automated weather observation systems there 
were 12 or less in iowa are sending weather reports to the national system they're doing that because they're 
back online nothing major we're going to take a break we are just 16 minutes away from pacific time zone 
turning to midnight we'll be right back

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ever since man learned to communicate there's been the need to learn how to cut to the chase usa today not 
the most worse just the right ones [Applause] uh [Applause] what do you call them [Applause] ah so much 
more to come california nevada washington state vancouver british columbia as our coverage continues we 
are getting to see a lot of this country and it's fun now let's take a look at what the weather looks like on the 
west coast starting the west coast here's 50 okay what does it look like at the cnn weather center well we 
have the complete global weather picture here for you we have the entire world's weather in fact here we 
have y2k weather up to around the west coast of america they still in old 1999 weather let me take a close 
look at that west coast and see how it's looking here here we have our temperatures not too bad fairly mild 
for los angeles coming up for the next half hour or so san francisco there 46 fahrenheit 7 celsius getting 
cooler as we head up to vancouver i'll put some cloud cover on there and you can see that some of the 
pyrotechnics might be a little bit difficult to see 
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difficult to see a little bit of that cloud just moving in to that northwest pacific coastline elsewhere around the 
world though we are looking at weather coming up for the first day of the new year on the new century 
certainly for japan we're seeing clear weather a sunny start for tokyo snow pushing into beijing possibly so 
some cooler temperatures there but india looking rather warm and hot and hazy very pleasant for january the 
first 2000. let's look at those forecast temperatures then coming up both in fahrenheit and in centigrade as 
we are marking an international celebration mumbai there 32 tokyo 9 celsius sold 12 celsius or 54 fahrenheit 
moving on into australia fairly quiet picture part of the west coast some possible showers there and also a 
little bit of rain moving in here that may develop into something a little bit more serious we're certainly 
keeping you in touch with that and then elsewhere from new zealand things aren't too bad for both the north 
island and the south island just off there to the edge of your screen how this forecast temperature is looking 
like for january the first again we're looking at perth very warm there 35 celsius and it springs 96 fahrenheit 
or 35 celsius and are in there at 32 celsius or 90 fahrenheit moving on into the uk and into europe they have 
seen some very strong storms over the last week a bit of a respite and mild weather for the millennium 
celebrations but we are seeing some wet windy weather moving into the uk into scandinavia as well and 
fairly fair weather certainly for paris and over to berlin that's your weather for now the world weather look 


back to you bernard and judy thank you christiane amanpour was reporting rain in london as we saw the 
millennium arrive there and she was and if you looked at that map this femi was pointing out it looks like half 
of great britain is uh in experiencing inclement weather we've done a lot of talking bernie tonight and this 
morning about time the passage of time uh time is at midnight as it races around the globe but time not only 
is it applies to the world 
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time not only is it applies to the world but also as it applies to our own lives more on the passing of time from 
cnn's candy crowley like how did they start the millennium how did they start the new years marking time one 
of life's most precise activities until you live it it sort of seems like it has been a long time ago but then if you 
just think back it seems like you were born just a couple of minutes ago because it's like it hasn't been that 
long since you were well it's been long but then you think back and it seems like it hasn't been the truth is 
eight years is a long time if that's the oldest you've ever been when i was born world war one was only nine 
months old and it's been a lot of history ever since then and it it's just a great life just keep living that's my 
porn don't stop a funny thing about the clock just when you learn to tell time you start to understand that it 
doesn't tell you much when you're having fun it goes slow because you're having wait a minute but yeah 
when you're having fun it goes slow because you get to play a lot and you feel like you get to play a whole 
bunch but when you're not having fun but wait a minute when you're not having fun it goes slow and when 
you're having fun it goes quick trains run by the clock people run on something more forgiving something that 
defies the tick tock of an hour a day a year people run on lifetime and it is ever out of sync with clock time it 
seems like yesterday you're just like in first grade i can't believe i've been here already 61 years going in 62 
and i'm ready for retirement clock time never changes 60 seconds to a minute 60 minutes to an hour 24 
hours to a day lifetime can stand still 
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hours to a day lifetime can stand still a couple seems real long and at the other end of lifetime it flies when 
we go into the smithsonian and places like that and you see things that have happened in 1931 and 34 and 
and things and and i realized that 35 was my birthday you know and when my daughter tells me that i can't 
throw anything away because it might be an antique clock time is measured by the sweep of a hand lifetime 
is measured by the feel of the soul oh yes yes because i think i'm still 25 yes it's very hard to realize age in 
relation to what you really think about lifetime is measured by the face of a child say when it dawns on you 
when you're young when you're married you have babies and one day you look up and they're all gone the 
father in fiddler on the roof sang about lifetime at his daughter's wedding i don't remember growing older 
when did they when you have 50 year old children why you have a little more realization of time that's gone 
by lifetime connects us to the ages for the time when clock time runs down i feel like a bridge my 
grandmother was born in 1884 my granddaughter was born in 1984 and i think it's wonderful that i'm in 
between there and i knew my grandmother and my granddaughter i think it's great clock time tells us when to 
wake up when to go to work when to celebrate i can't believe that i just can't believe it's actually 2 000. i just 
can't it's just such a you know something that we never look like it's gonna happen and they have these little 
clocks that do countdowns and if i had one in my room i would try to speed it or just want to make it go 
quicker because it takes so long how late are you gonna stay at 12 
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how late are you gonna stay at 12 o'clock one o'clock in the morning i would say all night clock time is 
something you mark 40 seconds lifetime is something you experience life is a lot of fun and i this is an order 
for you to live it candy crowley cnn washington absolutely fascinating just fascinating it really is if ican read 
just quickly if you'll indulge me from the end of a poem written by robert pinsky the poet laureate a toast for 
2000 he says as a centuries past past present and future victims villains and heroes each crosses the 
calendar border and disappears or lives in memory that numbers all the years and my apologies for reading 
only a portion of this magnificent poem that deserves apologies accepted very very uplifting a new 


millennium is approaching western canada and the united states when we come back this is cnn [Music] it is 
two minutes and 30 seconds to midnight pacific standard time the millennium sweep returns to the pacific as 
cnn tracks 2000 to the west coast of north america but in seattle the celebration has been tempered by that 
city's concern about terrorism the new year makes a port call in vancouver and san francisco and it is 
starring in las 
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san francisco and it is starring in las vegas and los angeles cnn continues its millennium 2000 coverage right 
now [Music] one small transference [Music] in the upper left-hand corner of your screen in the city of angels 
los angeles is counting down and in the upper right hand corner las vegas the biggest party in town we're 
told a downtown light show and concert covering four city blocks and from nob hill to the waterfront this is 
san francisco and finally vancouver the westernmost big city in our neighbor to the north canada first night a 
family oriented we are told alcohol-free event everyone counting backwards now as the new millennium hits 
the western united states and canada 40 seconds to go until these four great cities and the rest of the pacific 
time zone and that includes the states of washington seattle the state of oregon california and we are looking 
here at nevada and the westernmost portion of canada countdown maybe we should be quiet and listen to 
what's going on san francisco [Applause] 
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[Applause] do [Applause] [Music] [Applause] happy 21st century [Music] [Applause] then [Applause] [Music] 
[Applause] everybody 
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everybody [Music] [Applause] [Music] watching these pictures and listening to the same sound that we're 
watching paul [Music] and in hollywood kiera phillips is there at that famous that's right bernie you're looking 
live at the hollywood sign where john bryan is performing up on the stage i don't know if you can see him 
he's right between the | and the y first time ever for a live performer there we go there we go we got a close 
shot of john bryan he's described as one of la's hottest producers quirky king of cool is actually his nickname 
recently he put the polishing touches on fiona apple's new album he also did the score for the new film 
magnolia and he's a very popular session musician here in la a lot of people know his name he's worked with 
a wide range of artists from melissa etheridge to nine inch nails i don't know if you can hear him or not can 
you hear him singing bernie paul for kim and what's the what's the mood there in las vegas too well in las 
vegas uh they Say it's a city of great hedonism it's just sheer exuberance here the one of the newest hotels in 
las vegas is the paris and the eiffel tower here sort of simulated a giant champagne bottle that was being 
uncorked for all the world to see the top of it was spouting all sorts of sparks and confetti and fireworks there 
are a lot of people right now in las vegas who are 
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right now in las vegas who are for lack of a better term partying on the street but there's an awful lot of 
people indoors some 300 of them in fact indoors watching barbra streisand right now and i'm at the four 
seasons very close to the mandalay bay next door you've got bette midler performing and a myriad of other 
concerts so it's sort of a dual prong party here with a lot of the revelers out there having a good time and 
many other people taking in their favorite artists not the least of which of course is barbra streisand with 
some of those tickets going for up to 2500 a pop and i have to tell you i was in the barbra streisand show 
briefly and i watched some of it and when she appeared it had the feeling of not so much a music concert but 
a football game when she stepped onto that stage the mgm just exploded and there was this roar she went 
into her routine she looked fit as a fiddle and everybody inside that concert hall i'll tell you was telling me that 
they got their money's worth a lot of a-list stars there including rod steiger and paul rodriguez some big 
movers and shakers from hollywood studio types that also showed up so las vegas is uh living up to its 
reputation as a fun city right now bernie as the people are built as i said on the street and in the various 


casinos and they're whooping it up in fine tradition okay paul for cammon as we look at san francisco and in 
san francisco we're hearing maybe you could call it more ethereal music and on the location for cnn our own 
greg lafave greg is there something going on at the golden gate bridge well the golden gate bridge was a 
very quiet affair as we uh as we learned earlier this year when the city canceled its plans to host a firework 
show at the golden gate bridge the early stories were that there wasn't enough money in the public coffers to 
come up with such a celebration so the celebrations were concentrated to the one you see here along the 
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the one you see here along the embarcadero the central point of san francisco's waterfront there you see the 
clock tower at the ferry building a very famous landmark on the waterfront in san francisco beautiful night in 
san francisco uh fog was threatening the skies and a very potent and familiar weather condition there in the 
bay area but as you can see the fog certainly hasn't affected the folks down there along the embarcadero 
enjoying themselves as the the fireworks and the music play on judy well greg i don't know whether to trust 
the information i have uh i'm sorry about that about the golden gate reference we also were told that there 
was a world's largest martini glass that was going to be illuminated on the seventh story of the western saint 
francis hotel with a giant olive that was going to drop several stories am i wrong about that too the uh you're 
right the rumors were true uh and there were plans indeed uh but then uh in the uh plaza below at union 
square uh it uh clashed with a theme down in union square below the saint francis hotel was to be an 
alcohol-free peace rally and the folks at the saint francis hotel and historic old place in san francisco decided 
that perhaps it was not necessarily appropriate to have both of those events at the same time and so they 
cancelled the martini greg i'm wondering uh how much of this reticence to really open up the city conference 
had to do with the fact that you had a runoff in the elections and then you had the the second election for the 
mayor's race you know i i think it distracted an awful lot of people uh there was a lot of money that went into 
both of those campaigns there perhaps might have been a question about who would be the leader of the 
city while all this was going on but the bottom line is the bottom line and you can only afford so many parties 
in a city like san francisco remember the whole town is only seven miles by seven miles but uh two large 
events are going on in the city of course the one you see here along the embarcadero 
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along the embarcadero and then the other event at union square two big parties with perhaps tens of 
thousands of people in each that pretty much straps the city's resources and uh the the folks around town 
figured it's a pretty wise decision to limit it to these two events well it looks pretty spectacular from where 
bernie and i are sitting uh the town knows how to throw a party yeah i'm just wondering what is the y2k story 
line out of your city the y2k story line uh we probably should enjoy the fireworks because there is not much of 
a yak story all right greg lafave and look at that in san francisco they may have cut back but it still looks 
pretty uh pretty spectacular to another city now where there was even more of a cut back in celebrations 
because of concerns about security the city seattle our correspondent rusty dornan rusty well judy there was 
uh quite a cut back they were supposed to have a millennial bash of 50 000 people in and around the space 
needle now the space needle of course is the landmark of the city it was built during the world's fair 1962. it 
symbolizes the future of seattle also the coming of age of seattle so when it was canceled it was a big 
disappointment to many people in seattle however the fireworks go on as they do every year and it was a 
very short but spectacular firework display as you can see in the beginning they had even tried to spell out 
the year 2000 from the top of the dome now in many years they have fog that obscures the top of the dome 
which has been a problem this year as you can see it was clear it was beautiful people did gather around the 
outside of the space needle on the streets the police were preventing people from gathering in any large 
crowds but there i don't think there were any problems in dispersing people the area we were there were 
maybe a few hundred people 
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there were maybe a few hundred people we could hear people screaming um from around us so we do know 
that they were probably scattered around the area and also in the hills all around seattle they have a very 
good vantage point of the space needle of course seattle did cut back on its big millennium bash uh due to 
possible threats of terrorism and of course on the heels of the violence that occurred during the world trade 
organization protests so a lot of the seattleite stayed home came out at the last minute to see the fireworks 
but uh were disappointed they couldn't have a giant party like so many of the other places in the world to ring 
in the new millennium judy all right rusty dornan thank you very much from seattle and from there we roll on 
to hollywood once again here's keira phillips hey i'm pretty excited i can say i spent new year's with jay leno 
oh boy paris and bethlehem they really paled in comparison to our sign huh eight floodlights from the home 
depot oh it's 416 lighting experts come on jake give us a break there may be four and six and experts out 
here but they're not up there look at that look at that well why didn't you get it it looks like all naked inside 
look at that this looks like a strip joint hey this is from you this is from uh rick kaplan our president jack thank 
you very much i didn't realize i had to take a drug test to get in here hey listen what have you done all night 
besides kaiser oh it's just been fun fun fun new year's eve you're just in seattle which is looked no they did 
did they have theirs or didn't they yeah of course they did everybody was having the cylinders you saw so 
many terrorists had to cancel they're all stuck at the airport and they couldn't fly out they had to change 
flights it was terrible you know they canceled some of the last minute and everybody's got to make other 
plans did you rehearse this monologue no i did not oh he didn't know we were going to have you with us you 
know who's got the best party bin laden but that is that is the hot party because nobody is going to pull 
anything because he's you know that's where it's all happening he's taking away the limelight now look at this 
how can you say that's not spectacular that's pretty spectacular isn't it oh man i like when they released the 
doves in bethlehem they released 
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bethlehem they released two thousand dollars and then fireworks whose idea was that the nra i mean it 
looked like the doves are going hey it's a trick they're trying to kill us i mean the doves are getting blown up in 
mid-air i need some help here anybody hello vatican city the pope lit an m-80 i couldn't believe it i'm going to 
give you the mic you just kind of take it oh no thank you thank you oh you're not oh look at the time i've got to 
run what are you doing next next i'm going to go home and watch the dukes of hazard marathon on tbs okay 
cheesiest new year's eve so this is the funnest you've had been so far the funnest i've had oh my god this is 
one of the gooder interviews yes don't you think isn't the stimulus oh what fun is it it is stimulating do you 
have a message for ted turner by the way uh well no no actually i don't i don't oh now he gets serious i don't 
have a message for ted actually i've been trying to get ted on the tonight show ted come on come on i did 
your cheesy network come on ours all right give us a break which how are your ratings by the way very good 
that's where i can afford to say this stuff now bernie and judy have a lot better ratings about cnn you know 
what i love about cnn my favorite thing cnn whenever there's a hurricane or a disaster they set out to cover 
their fattest and baldest reporters do you ever notice that when it's like a glamorous story it's always wolf 
blitzer and then when there's like don't you rip on walls no but then it was like then there's like some kind of 
rainstorm there's one of those poor guys i never heard of chained to a pole in miami bernie can i have some 
help here please no tell them the person changed the poll was at another network what was that crowley out 
there now i said the person changed the poll was at another network thanks for joining us jay you sure you 
don't want the champagne all right i think the mayor would have been a lot easier to interview you guys i'm 
sweating right now well you know he is a big fan of cnn yeah well evidently so a big fan of kira's you think he 
was auditioning for a job as a correspondent i uh i've had a very good time maybe we 
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i uh i've had a very good time maybe we should ask him hey you guys want to host this show kara phillips oh 
i i think he was a little too strong about that i think that's a very nice sign behind you so i i would take 
exception with what uh mr leno said well leno was a marvelous host you know that yes we'll be back don't go 
away [Music] the year 2000 in las vegas in san francisco greg lafave has been at the heel at packard's y2k 
center let's check in with him well welcome to why to not it's been a marvelously perilously fun slow night 


here in palo alto california where the folks at hewlett-packard are running their y2k command center they are 
coordinating something like 100 offices in 50 different countries out of this room checking to make sure that 
their systems and the systems of their customers roll over into the new year we are now something like into 
20 time zones already and so far not a glitch with me is brad whitworth who's been the honcho here since uh 
since it was dark this morning uh brad you guys have been uh taking some calls here what are the kinds of 
calls you get well we've been tracking our customer calls and there haven't been that many we're finding that 
only about three percent of our total call volume is dealing with y2k issues a lot are just routine support calls 
that we might get from some of our biggest customers and when you look at the consumer kinds of 
customers the pcs in the home it's an even smaller percentage less than one percent of our calls really deal 
with y2k now i was hearing a story earlier today that in singapore the folks were calling you because they 
were bored because there wasn't enough call activity to begin with is that typical or i think it's been a little bit 
of a slow day and we've been looking for things to do 
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looking for things to do as we've been monitoring websites we've been talking to customers we've been 
talking a lot to hp people all over the globe trying to ascertain what if any y2k issues really are emerging now 
your own company has something like 13 000 servers 150 000 computers of your own over the four or five 
years but you've been doing this you're also trying to satisfy your customers and yourself does that put a 
strain on things i would say if things got really hectic it probably would have been a bit of an issue of 
allocating resources but we made the decision early on that customers come first and we were going to do 
everything we could even on our internal systems to make sure the ones we supported first were the ones 
that supported customers we didn't have to make that choice though today because it's been pretty quiet 
okay brad woodward thank you very much we are told also that this command center will stay on what they 
call high alert through monday which of course is the first big business day uh in the u.s and then we'll pick 
up steam a little bit later on in february as we go into the uh the new uh leap year uh calculations and 
possibly into the first week of march but so far it's been actually a fairly quiet night here and uh for the folks in 
this company anyway and the 100 000 or so that work here a pretty thankful day as well bernie and judy 
back to you in atlanta all right greg lafave thanks very much for that look from from palo alto now to uh back 
to new york city to times square to fred hickman fred any y2k problems with uh sweeping the streets of new 
york well you know what judy interestingly enough they have not uh come up with any sort of technical uh 
breakthrough that'll substitute for a good push broom and a bucket out of here and there's plenty of debris to 
get up four tons of confetti un was dumped off of these buildings were shot out actually by some 150 confetti 
cannons and now this uh massive cleanup is beginning but you'll notice there's still quite a good crowd right 
around the con ed stage in the middle of times square as the celebrations do continue right through 6 a.m 
eastern time as we 
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right through 6 a.m eastern time as we celebrate every time zone it started early this morning and the people 
have just not stopped they're still here they're still having a good time many are making their way home now 
but we've also noticed that in addition to the cleanup crews here the nypd generator trucks that were out 
here just in case they had some special things set up had there been some sort of an emergency to get the 
people cleared out a loudspeaker system and a whole evacuation system in place none of that was 
necessary so some of those guys are starting to pull out now so indeed it is winding down but it has been 
just an incredible uh evening here from the waterford crystal ball coming down to uh you know just all of the 
many many people out here they estimate somewhere around 2.5 million people were in times square 
tonight all the way from 34th street down to 59th street between 6th and 8th avenues just wall-to-wall people 
and the great news once again i need to reiterate this it was a police operation as well as uh you know just 
just good planning but the people here the new yorkers and the visitors were so well behaved and and so full 
of love uh we only had 14 arrests on the evening and those were from minor offenses so all in all i think this 
has probably been one of the most raving successes along with uh it being the largest party ever thrown in 
this particular part of new york ever uh i don't know how they're gonna top it uh quite but it's been a lot of fun 


to watch well not maybe not quite as much fun to clean up but uh no but a lot of fun to watch well i have to 
tell you though you know i'm a little bit envious because lauren sydney i think has been getting both of your 
attention uh she's been giving your stuff all night so i got you these huh couple of nice hats i'll bring those 
back with me you better deliver on all this stuff oh i'll take care of you don't worry about it glasses the whole 
bit fred hickman and then he rested when we come back more of our continuing live coverage and this is 
how it looked in las vegas at the stroke of midnight and the year 2000. 
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cnn's global coverage of millennia the great pyramids of egypt sunrise over that part of north eastern africa 
the nor the african continent the pyramids built two cent two thousand years twenty five hundred years 
before the birth of christ in fact we are reminded that the pyramids are the only one of the seven wonders of 
the ancient world still standing this is a remarkable sight indeed so that's what it looks like right now at 
sunrise bernie for a look back at what it felt like and look like when midnight hit that part of the world let's go 
to cnn's own ben wiedemann ben to starve the show at egypt's top millennium celebration never showed up 
the pyramid of kiops the biggest of giza's pyramids remained shrouded in a thick desert mist the other 
pyramids barely got in the act the fog also made it impossible for french composer jean-michel zhao to show 
off his famed laser graphics he compensated by firing off a steady stream of fireworks [Applause] security 
was rushed and it appeared the emphasis was on keeping the festivities dry with most egyptians observing 
the holy 
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with most egyptians observing the holy month of ramadan the government banned the consumption of 
alcohol at the concert but the ban and the bad weather did little to dampen the enthusiasm of a very 
international and predominantly young crowd each celebrating the beginning of the new millennium in their 
own unique way there are parties around the world says this man from milan but the best is here at the 
pyramids the music there's life everybody's happy and it's obviously um a very difficult area a very a lot of 
conflict in the region but you have a feeling that this one night you're gonna have 60 000 people from around 
the world um all here to celebrate and have a good time and for one egyptian a chance to see a national 
monument to see um the pyramids and i didn't see as a permission just one or two times while two israelis 
just savor this special night out in what was once enemy territory i always want to be a ninja you know wizard 
with two walls with egypt for me it's like the fruit of peace to come here to city with a big smile [Music] for a 
few brief hours here in the desert egypt was able to bring together a kaleidoscope of colors and cultures a 
fitting way to begin a new millennium ben wiedemann cnn giza egypt the celebration of celebrations around 
the world and our live coverage continues one of the other concerns of course was the possibility of a y2k 
disruption so far minimal virtually non-existent but of course you have people going back to work on monday 
we'll see what that brings bernie you know they're just so many things that you and i uh have known for 
some time that we were going to be here tonight and we we both uh made it a point to collect little bits of 
information that uh 
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little bits of information that uh might be interesting uh to as we think back we're not only observing the end of 
a millennium we're observing the end of a century and i just thought i'd share two or three predictions it didn't 
quite turn out one was a man named charles duell he was the u.s commissioner of patents in 1899 100 years 
ago in a day and he said at one point everything that can be invented has been invented he was a 
commissioner of patents nikita khrushchev we all remember this one whether you like it or not history is on 
our side we will bury you and my favorite prediction from daryl zaneck the film producer in 1946 on the future 
of television he said people will soon get tired of staring at a plywood box every night well i don't think 
anyone is tired if you've been watching cnn around the world for the last 23 24 hours and our coverage will 
not end we still have more time zones to go through as they get ready to go out to the pacific one thing about 
this y2k just to keep in perspective uh as our coverage unfolds on over coming days and coming weeks and 


some people are indicating that there might be problems down the road talk about things that could go wrong 
teller machines one to two percent of the 227 000 atm machines in the united states are down or out of cash 
at any given moment railroads just over four rail accidents a year on new year's day and this one things that 
go wrong with systems public telephone network connections to 9-1-1 emergency centers fail somewhere in 
the united states nearly every week and we leave you as we go to a break with one other uh interesting thing 
that i think you need to remember that it is 24 902 miles around the earth at the center of the equator so 
that's how far the earth has had to turn 
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how far the earth has had to turn in order for the world to get from 1999 all the world will have to have gotten 
from 1999 to the year 2000. we're not there yet we've still got what earning a little less than what two and a 
half hours before samoa the last place in this 25-hour marathon uh gets it and we also found that uh if you're 
at the middle of the if you're at the middle of the planet the earth travels at a thousand and thirty-eight miles 
an hour we're going to get a quiz on this in just a minute when we come back santana champagne right here 
don't go away this is cnn 
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like the corners of my mind misty watercolor memories [Music] barbara streisand one of the hotter and 
costlier tickets in the millennium celebrations in las vegas still there still alert is our paul verkamet the las 
vegas skyline as it looks right now paul what's the latest well while we're waiting for paul for cameron we 
know he's there there's a little audio glitch we'll get back to him in just a minute we uh want to share some 
thoughts with you bernie how many bubbles in a bottle of champagne i don't know in a regular size bottle 49 
million bubbles not because i counted what would a new year celebration be 
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what would a new year celebration be without champagne well this year many revelers are forgetting the 
cost when they're ringing in the new year after all 2000 is a vintage milestone our cnn's carolyn o'neill looks 
at what separates good champagne from the best the sparkle of champagne has become synonymous with 
celebration oh it tickles the nose that's right it's gotta be the bubbles it's the bubbles somehow other bubbles 
bring celebration to mine and this new year's eve whether the celebration is on a rooftop in new york a beach 
in bali or next to the fire at home more people are expected to enjoy champagne and open the good stuff for 
many that means true champagne from the champaign region of france everybody is buying a special bottle 
to drink either with dinner or to crack open at midnight older vintages especially 1990 champagnes are in 
high demand but expect higher prices too and you're going to have layers of flavor that are not existent ina 
young champagne that doesn't mean that the young is not good it's just different elegant but often less 
expensive than their french cousins sparkling wines produced in california spain and other wine growing 
regions are great choices for new year too but no matter which bottle you choose to open be careful the cork 
holds in about 90 pounds of pressure first make sure the bottle is very cold so i turn the cork one way and 
the bottle the other and as i do so i start to feel the cork want to escape now i'm holding it in i'm keeping it 
from going outside the bottle because i want it to come out with a soft sigh rather than a loud pot because if i 
pop the cork then i lose the bubbles to the atmosphere and i'd rather than be inside the wine so i just let it out 
with soft hiss and then if you've done it correctly you can open your bottles hours before your guests arrive 
put them back in the ice and they'll still keep the bubbles for stemware a flute or tulip shape is best because 
the 
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flute or tulip shape is best because the small opening helps keep the bubbles in and pour slowly so it doesn't 
fizz up over the top you don't want to waste a precious drop new year's eve is not for sipping it's for drinking 
and i think we're all going to do that and remember champagne isn't just for millennium midnight i mean 
make that your new year's resolution to let champagne be a part of your life on a more frequent basis 


because my opinion if the sun rises that's an occasion for champagne really it's always going to make your 
life better carolyn o'neill cnn music is very important to our lives paul verkaman back in las vegas paul yes 
i'm back here bernie thank you sorry i think my mike had a very low tech problem earlier maybe it was just 
plain tired but the people in this city are tireless behind me on las vegas boulevard the strip concerts all up 
and down the strip and also in other places in fact carlos santana who sold some six million copies of on 
record this year is playing at the hard rock cafe and i caught up with him earlier today to talk about all of his 
recent success i'm paul for camden here at the hard rock cafe in las vegas with our special guest carlos 
santana who will be performing tonight how does it feel to ring in the new millennium i feel very grateful it's 
an incredible opportunity to uh be part and parcel of um this movement that is uh it's very vibrant it's very 
alive you know and um it's i just feel really great with a real honor how did you pick the hard rock in las vegas 
we never picked each other you know two years ago i had a vision of doing something different which now 
pbs is doing it which is showing the millennium as it's happening around the world but since it it wouldn't get 
off the ground so we decided to do something more intimate like like in here just play for our real real um 
families and our fans and close fans but uh it's you know it's like i said i'm really grateful 
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i'm really grateful you're also grateful for this year uh six million copies sold of supernatural the album's on a 
roll what do you attribute all this to do you think his timing is really god's grace my wife is the one that really 
uh set the wheels in motion towards where we are today uh she had this conviction to for us to hook up with 
mr clyde davis and of course mr clyde davis uh uh he believed in us like he did in the beginning and uh he 
just presented me with options and possibilities and opportunities uh menus if you will he kept calling and 
said you know lauren hill really loves your music you know and she would love to play with you are you open 
to working with her or dave matt mr dave matthews like that rob thomas and uh but it's really my wife who 
who said you know follow this course over here and uh so i want to give her all the credit because she's the 
one that saw the the big picture and and uh you know and it's quite a phenomena that the way uh this music 
is is uh grabbing a hold of people's hearts of all generations you know abraxas before did it with you know 
you can go to a hut in timbuktu or africa or go to jerusalem or and see palestinians in hebrews but now with 
supernatural it's taking a whole new dimension uh for for the uh appropriately for the millennium it's like it's 
bringing uh that adagio of all is one you know and we're different but all is one and we're honoring it well we 
thank you so much for taking time out and good luck to you and happy new year and thanks for providing all 
these musical pleasure to all of our viewers around the world thank you peace now back here live in las 
vegas the revelry continues a city that has been electrified tonight by many performances including that of 
carlos santana and bette midler and of course barbra streisand with some of those tickets 
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streisand with some of those tickets going for 25 hundred dollars a seat now back to you bernie in atlanta 
thank you very much paul and when we come back live in los angeles the eagles you won't want to miss 
them 298 for two cassettes or 24.98 as alaska prepares to usher in 2000 in just a few moments and juanita 
phillips and brian netzel will see us into the new year as the new year celebrations move back towards where 
they began almost a day ago much more to come but bernie and i for our part we'll call it a night uh it's been 
unforgettable i think that's fair to say yep we've enjoyed it but we do leave you now with another classic from 
the eagles their signature song hotel california stay with us
